Regular Army Officers’ Testimony

WASHINGTON, Feb 21.—The session of 
the Miles Court of Inquiry began to-day 
with Col. William H. Powell of the Sev- 
enth Infantry, who was stationed at Madi- 
gon Barracks at the outbreak of the war.

The East St. Louis police worked on the 
case before Boicourt came across the river. 
They said Mr. Boicourt applied to them fer 
aid several days 2Z0. ‘rom them it Was 
learned the kidnapped child was’ Edd.e 
Cooper, 10 years old. 

The story related to the East St. Louls 
police was to the effect that Kddie Cooper 
was the adopted child of Mrs. Ellen Cooper, 
a widow, who lives in Ind.anapolis. he 
boy’s father died when he was an infant 
and his mother was in reduced circum- 
stances. Mrs. Cooper was, and is yet, rich, 
She wanted to adopt the boy and the moth- 
er was willing. 

Eddie’s real mother eventually married 
again. Her husband's name was Griffin. 
He was in comfortable circumstances and 
after the marriage they went to Cincinnati 
to live. Mrs. Griffin went back to Indi- 
anapolis to see the boy. The knowledge 
that she could give him a good home 
struck her forcibly and she determined to 
regain contro! of little Eddie. Mrs. Cooper, 
who had grown to love the child, would 
not consider any proposition looking to a 
separation.

NPW YORK, Feb. 22.—The Adams in- 
quest, which is supposed to be slowly fas- 
tening upon some yet upknown person the 
guilt of the murder of ‘Mrs. Kate J. Adams 
and Henry Barnet was continued to-day, 
The first witness was expected to be Flor- 
ence Rogers, daughter of the dead woman. 
Mrs. Rogers was one of the few witnesses 
to the administering of the poison by Cor- 
nish to her mother. Mrs. Rogers commenced 
to tell what she knew about the case yester- 
day, but herd testimony was cut short by 
adjournment. 

David Murdock, the stationer and private 
letter-box keeper, was called to the stand 


to-day and verified his evidence of yester- 
day, in which he said that Cornifh and Mrs. 
Rogers had dealings with him in 1897. Then 
Mrs. Rogers resumed her testimony. She 
answered questions in a self-possessed way. 
She said sne had lived in Hartford, Conn., 
all her life until four years ago. Cornish’s 
uncle had married her father’s sister, and 
Cornish was her cousin by marriage. 

“How jong did Cornish live in 
house?’’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

‘Since Marcn last,’’ replied Mrs. Rogers. 

“How long since you had a@ letter box?” 

“Not in a year and a half.” 

She had a letter box as Miss Addeson at 
‘Murdock’s place. She had never any other 
letter box. She was liv-ng with her hus- 
band at the time, and having trouble with 
him. Her mother was always friendly wit 
her husband. Asked if he was not in Buf- 
falo, Mrs. Rogers said: “I can't tell you.

FERGUSON CASE OF JUSTICE POL- 
LARD IS AFFIRMED. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals affirmed 
the decision of the St. Louis County Court 
Tuesday in the case of John B. Pollard 
against Le Grand Atwood. 

In 1897 a bill was passed by the Town 
Board of Ferguson. and signed by the 
Mayor, levying a special tax on town prop- 
erty.

Capt. Coghlan Was With Dewey at Ma- 
nila, but “Handicapped by a 
Court-Martial Sentence.

Col. Dick Johhson, assistant prosecuting 
attorney, is in Washington awaiting an 
audiénce with’ President McKinley. Col. 
Dick’s business with .the chief magistrate 
touches the court-martial sentence passed 
upon Capt. Joseph Coghlan, who is now 
the comimander of the Raleigh. 

Capt. Coghlan is Col. Johnson's cousin. 
In 1876, when the naval officer was 
in Washington, he wrote several letters to 
friends in the service, in which the captain 
uttered- what he thought about certain su- 
per:or offieers. His. opinion of them, it 
happened, wasn’t overly high and what 
Capt. Coghlan wrote came under the naval 
classification of disrespect. In some man- 
ner the sentiments expressed in pee 
correspondence became publ.

CONGREGATIONAL GROWTH. 


Rev. Dr. Sargent on the History of 
That Denomination in St. Louis. 
The Mayflower Brothertiood of young 
men of the various Congregational churches 
of the city at their special meeting, at the 
First Church Monday evehing gave ire 
serestor attention to an address by Rev. 


. Sargent, the oldest minister of the 
denomination now. residing In the city, on 
the history of preaching and churches tn 
St. Louis. 

The first preaching by a Congregationalist 
in this city was in 184, by the missionary 
Rev. Samuel J. Mills, mut the first regular 

reacher stationed here was Rev. Samuel 
Piddings, who came in 1816. The first 
Protestant church in St. Louls was or- 
ganized by Rev. Mr. Giddings in 1817 of 
nine or ten members, five of whom were 
Congregationalists from Connecticut, but 
under a plan of union then prevalent tv 

revent riente® in rte y, ©. le churches 

n the West, was called esbyterian, and 
so continued under that title to this time. 

But the first distinctive church of the 
denomination in the city was organized in 
1852. It called Rev. Prof. T. M. Post. D. D.., 
who remained with them till his departure 
to heaven tn 1886. In 1866 Webster Groves 
and Pilgrim Churches were organized, the 
letter soon becoming prominent from. its 
position, benevolence and Jarge membership. 

In 1869, the Third and Plymowth Churches 
arofe-from Sunday-schools, and these four 
churches remained alone and grew and 

rospered. The Swedish Church came next 

n 1879. But the chief growth was from 
1881, when the Fifth, afterwards Compton 
Hill,.and, Hyde Park .Churches, and Memo- 
rial Mission f-1882, and Union In 1883, and 
Olive Branch in 18%, and the German and 
Church of Redeemer in 188%, the Tabernacle 
in 1887, Aubert Place in 189, Hope and Im- 
manuel in 1891. Central in 1892, Covenant 
4m 1898, ReDer Place and Bohemian in 18% 
and in 189 the Third and Aubert Place 
united and took the name of Fountain. 
Thus in succession 19 churches have come 
to fruitage, — a throughout the 
various portions of the city.

The 
swindle is carried on under the name of the 
Interstate Express Co. and is worked so 
naturally that the shrewdest and most care- 
ful lose their money. 

The plan is to call at a house, present a 
small package for a member of the family 
and collect 25 cents express charges. The

contents of the package is usually a@ sur- 
prise to the receiver. Sometimes it is a

About these are wrapped 
large-lettered circulars conveying the infor- 
mation that this package was only a sam- 
ple, and upon receipt of the specified price 
the stuff would be forwarded. The address 
of the establishment is given as Dearborn 
st., Chicago.

The Interstate Express Co. is a myth. 
Their is no such company in St. Louis and 
it is not a correspondent of any express 
company represented here. The neme does 
not appear in the business directories, nor 
is it seen on the street, exeept at opportune 
moments when it is necessary to reassure 
a doubting victim. 

A feature of the “Company’s’’ work in 
St. Louls is the operation of its wagon or 
wagons. No sign is visible when the team 
is driven downtown or in the vicinity of a 
policeman. When it stops before a door in 
the resident district as if by magic a flap 
is exposed on the wagon’s side bearing the 
‘“‘Company’s’”’ name.

DEFENSE MADE BEFORE A SEN- 
ATE COMMITTEE. 


HE ONLY DID AS HE WAS TOLD. 


Brooklyn Did Not Retreat, but Got Out 
of the Road of Ameri- 
can Guns. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The defense of 
Rear Admiral Schley, presented yesterday 
in the form of a written statement to the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, has 
plainly aroused added respect for and con- 
fidence in the hero of Santiago harbor. His 
sentences are all respectful and calm and 
in marked contrast to the bitter arraign- 
ment brought by his critics, including Ad- 
miral Sampson. The most vigorous term 


in the document is ‘‘reprehenstble conduct” 
and this Schley quotes from Admiral Samp- 
son's report as appiied to himself. Tne 
force of the statement is in facts and not 
in rhetoric. 

Quoting his orders from Rear Admiral 
Sampson, ar Admiral Schley says: 
“Without any further instructions from 
any one, I did ‘ascertain the fact that the 
enemy was at Santiago,’ and the enemy 
did not ‘move without a decisive conflict.’ ’ 

The defense before the committee was 
made by permission, and in the beginning 
Rear Admiral Schley disclaims any pur- 
pose of controversy with the Navy part- 
ment. 

The letter of the department, he says, s0 
far as it relates to him, can be summar.zed 
under the following heads: The delay off 
Cienfuegos; the alleged slow progress 
toward Santiago de Cuba from Cienfuegos; 
the retrograde movements of the 26th an 
27th of May; the battle of Santiago, and the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet. 

The Admiral says his orders from Samp- 
son on May 19 were to blockade Cienfuegos, 
which he proceeded to do. He had no 
knowledge that there were any insurgents 
about Clenfuegos who were friendly until 
the Marblehead arrived on the 24th. Even 
had he had this knowledge on the 23d of 
May the surf would have prevented com- 
munication. On his arrival he sent Com- 
mander McCalla of the Marblehead ashore 
to establish relations with the insurgents, 
the result of which was made known to 
him at 3:40 o’clock on May 2. Then, for 
the first time, he learned definitely that 
the Spanish fleet was not at Cienfuegos. 
With'n two hours he started for Santiago. 

“What ible ground for criticism,’’ he 
says, ‘“‘adverse to me there can be in all 
this I do not see. I was on the spot, acting 
under orders which gave me entire discre- 
tion, and yet clothed me with the responsi- 
bility of gong to Santiago only after I was 
satisfied that the fleet was not at Cienfue- 
gos.”" 

uotes from the dispatch from Samp- 
son of May BW, in which the latter says 
Schley should “hold his fleet off Clenfuegos. 
If the Spanish ships have put into Santiago 
they must come either to Havana or to 
Cienfuegos to deliver the munitions of war 
which they are said to bring for use in 
Cuba. I am therefore of that opinion that 
the best chance to capture these ships will 
be to hold the two points—Cienfuegos and 
Havana—with all the force we can muster. 
If later it should develop that these vessels 
are at Santiago we can then assemble off 
that point the sh‘ps best suited for the pur- 
pose and complet*ly blockade it. Until we, 
then, receive more positive information we 
shall continue to hold Havana and Cien- 
fuegos.”’ 

Admiral Schley adde: “‘This letter is not 
printed either in the appendix or executive 
document C, but I received it on the 23d, 
and it shows | was expected to hold my 
squadron off Cienfuegos.” 

As to the siow progress toward Sant‘ago, 
on account of the agle, he states that 
she was part of the force which Admiral 
Sampson had seen fit to send him, and he 
had no right to abandon her. The weather 
also was rough, and not much better speed 
could have been kept up. He ‘had en 
ordered to proceed ‘‘cautiousty.”’ If, how- 
ever, he had known that the Spanish fleet 
was in Santiago, no consideration for the 
Fagle or anything else would thave pre- 
vented him from getting there at the ear- 
liest possible moment w-th the larger ves- 
sels, but the weather and sea made it im- 
possible to do better than he did. 


Speaking of “‘the retrograde movements” 
which the Secretary, adapting the language 
of Admiral Sampson, characterizes as ‘‘rep- 
rehensible conduct,’’ Admiral Schley says 
that in 42 years’ service ‘“‘never was euch 
language used to character'ze conduct of 
mine, and I see no reason for it now.”’ 

He adds: “Acting in accordance with my 
best judgment in view of the circumstances, 
without certain knowled of the where- 
abouts of that Spanish fleet, after havin 
been informed by the scoute command 
by such officers as 8.gsbee, Jewell and W 62, 
that although they had been off Santlago 
for a week, they had seen nothing of it 
and knew nothing of its movements or Its 
whereabouts since it had left Curacoa; after 
having been assured of’ Sigsbee that he did 
not believe it was in Santiago, and by the 
emphatic declaration of the Pilot Nunez; 
and knowing that, as the sea and weather 
then were, it would be impossible to coal 
my squadron off the port, I deemed it best 
to take the action I did, the final result 
of which was the location of the enemy’s 
fleet in Santiago harbor.”’ 

Admiral Schley speaks of the difficulty 
in doing anything with the insurgents and 
refers to the manner in which Lieut. Blue 
took three -_ to secure information. 

As to the ttle of Santiago, Admiral 
Schley says the facts of the contest speak 
for themselves. He quotes from his official 
report to Sampson, in which he congratu- 
lated the commander of the squadron, and 
said the “victory seems big enough for all 
of us.”’ 

He asks the committee to contrast his 
reports and those of Sampson containing 
references to himself and continues: 

“As to all _this criticism of my course 
prior to the discovery by me on May 29 of 
Cervera’s fleet, whether from Admiral} 
Sampson or the department, none of it hag 
ever been made by either to me; and I 
never heard a word of it from any one 
until] after the battle with that fleet: ak 
though more than five weeks had passed 
since the alleged ‘reprehensible conduct’ 
had occurred. Although Admiral Sampson 
used this language to the secretary con- 
cerning me on the 10th say of July (Gust 
one week after the battle), he has never to 
this day, in any manner, or to any extent, 
intimated to me any disapprobation or 
made to me any criticism of my conduct 
of, the flying squadron.” 


‘ Admi‘ral Schley then submits a long de- 
a 


jled statement of the facts summarized in 
the foregoing, which is in reply _to a request 
by Chairman Hale of the Naval Committee. 
It gives dispatches and orders received by 
Schley and describes the cond'tions in 
which the ships had to coal, as well as the 
sailing for Santiago. He also refers to the 
doubts that arose ase to the presence of the 
Spanf8h fleet in om pag after he had ar- 
rived off that port.. Capt. Bigsbee etated 
verbally that he had been close in to port 
aeveral times and there were no Indications 
that the enemy was present, and he doubted 
its arrival there.

reported that he did not have coal enough 
to reach any home base and could not 
steam beyond 4% or 38 hours, which, the 
Admiral says, forced him to eend the Har- 
vard to Kingston. The Yale and Minne- 
apolis could reach Key West and the St.

The Brooklyn, Towa a 
Massachusetts were fairly well off wi 
coal, but the Texas, Marblehead and Vixen 
were considerably reduced. pnt Peete

“Tt was thie situation,”’ says the state- 
ment, ‘coupled with the conclusion that the 
Spanish squadron might have touched and 
then moved west, as reported at Clenfue- 

a, and, re-enforced by the fact that Si 
See had not seen em, and that the Pilot 
Nunez was strongly imp with the 
doubt that this vadron could enter the 
port, which occasioned my telegram of 
fay 27.” 

He then states that the chief engineer 
of the collier, after much hard work, dis- 
connected the broken engines while deing 
taken in tow, and the weather and sea 
moderating, orders were given to cast off 
the tow line after about three hours 
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of a determination to satisfy himself fully 
before leaving for the west. On the 3ist 
he made a reconnoissance “to develop the 
enemy's position, and, incidentally, to in- 
jure or destroy, if possible, the Colon, 
moored well up in the harbor.” The ques- 
tion of the presence of the enemy deter- 
mined, he decided not to risk serious disa- 
blement until re-enforcements arrived. — 
Admiral Schley quotes the department's 
dispatch of May 29 in these words: 
“The department looks to you to ascer- 
tain the fact of the presence of the enemy, 
and thai the enemy, if in the harbor of 


action. 

Commenting on this, the Admiral says: 

“In obedience to the above order arn 
without any further order or instructle 
from any one. I did ascertain the fact that 
the enemy was at Santiago, and the enemy 
did not leave without*a decisive conflict. 

Detailing the events connected with the 
battle of July 3, he says that at 3:4 o'clock 
of that day Admiral mpson made signal 
from his flagship: 

“Disregard movements of the Command- 
er-in-Chief”’ and steamed eastward to Si- 
boney. 

“This,” said Admiral Schley, “left. me 
the senior officer present, and necevsarily 
clothed me with responsibility of the com- 
mand.”’ 


Continuing, he declares that when the 
enemy’s vessels came out of the harbor 
signal was made from the Brooklyn (his 
flagshtp) to the fleet to “clear ship for ac- 
tion.’’ Then followed the signal “close 
action,”’ and this by the signal, “the enemy 
escaping to the westward. 

Following the appearance of the Spanish 
fleet there was a general inward movement 
of the American vessels closing in and en. 
gaging it. Explaining the movements of 
the vessels in both fleets, he says the gt 
ish fleet was coming westward under high 
epeed and ry course more to west- 
ward brought the Brooklyn heading east- 
ward to meet it, into a position where she 
would have blanketed the fire of the east- 
ern vessels of our force, now changing their 
courses to the westward, and between them 
and the Spanish vessels. 

“Instant decision,’”® he continues, “was, 
therefore, nece:sary to avoid interfering in 
any way or cutting off any of the fire of 
our vessels, as would have occurred if she 
had turned toward the Spanish fleet, now 
approaching the Brooklyn. 

“Turning outward left the enemy’s ships 
unmasked by the Brooklyn and exposed 
them to the concentrated fire of our squad- 
| Fon The result of this maneuver was that 
in 30 minutes from the opening of the com- 
bat four of the enemy’s vessels were on 
fire and riddled with projectiles. * * * 

‘“‘All the vessels of the enemy’s fleet were 
@ little forward the Brooklyn's beam when 
they turned toward the beach on fire. At 
the final capture of the Colon, at 1:15 p. 
m., the Brooklyn was nearest, the Oregon 
next, and then the Texas and Vixen. he 
New York arrived at 2:23 p. m., and the 
‘commander-in-chief assumed command of 
the squadron. Signals were made from (the 
Brooklyn to the squadron until all signal 
halyards were shot away, and then by the 
Meyers army code.’”’ 

In conclusion, Admiral Schley con- 
tends that the turn of the Brooklyn in the 
battle of the 3d was the ‘crucial and de- 
ciding feature of the combat, and of de- 
cided advantage.”’ 

Furthermore, he says, it is a mistake to 
say that the vessel’s distance from the 
enemy was increased the extent of 80 
yards, and adds: 

“Though this may not be of record, it is 
a fact nevertheless.” 

He cites the fact that the charts of the 
board of navigators show that the Brook- 
lyn was nearest when it emerged from the 
harbor, nearest at every stage of the battle 
and nearest the Colon when it surrendered, 
and gives many confirmatory deta ls of his 
flagship’s active and effectual participation 
in the battle. He says he made no report of 
his maneuver in his report of the battle, 
as its effect upon the battle was never a 
question with him. His last paragraph 
reads: 

“On May 31 1 received a telegram from 
the commander-’n-chief congratulating me 
upon my success in locating and blockading 
the enemy’s fleet at Santiago. f it was 
worthy of commendation at that time I am 
at a loss to understand how it could have 
grown into ‘reprehensible conduct,’ as sug- 
ested by Admiral Sampeon in his letter of 
Suly 10, 1898, some s:x weeks later.

NOT THE RIGHT WAY. 


Last week it was shown in the Post-Dispatch’s Jefferson 
City correspondence that the enrollment and engrossment of 
the two bills passed by the State Legislature cost the poeple 
of the State $15,674, or $7837 each. The great force of engross- 
ing and enrolling clerks has been kept on the payrolls with 
nothing ‘to do. 

In 1873 the work of engrossing and enrolling all the bills 
passed by the Legislature was done by one man. 

The Post-Dispatch has pointed out the enormous useless in- 
crease of clerks in both houses of the Legislature. The present 
clerical force is nearly double that ‘of the revising session of 
ten years ago. lt has shown that many of these useless clerks 
are kinsmen of members. 

These facts are now known to the people of the State and 
the scheme of spoliation is universally condemned. 

If the Legislature wants to redeem itself it can do it only by 
cutting down its force to a rigidly economical basis, Legis- 
lators cannot impair the force of the indictment for spoliation 
by venting their anger for being exposed upon newspaper cor- 
respondents. 

Tha Central Pacific Railway Co. has given the Government

Ex-Gov. Thomas Clement Fletcher of 
Missouri suffered a stroke of apoplexy while 
in the lobby of Willard’s Hotel in Washing- 
ton, Monday. He was taken to the Emer-

ng. 

Mrs. Fletcher, who has been in St. Louls 
visiting her only daughter, Mrs. Perry Bar- 
tholow, at 2846 Lafayette av., left for 
Washington Monday evening, and will ar- 
rive there Wednesday morning. 

Gov. Fletcher has made his home in the 
national capital for the last 10 years, ow- 
ing to an extensive practice fore the 
United States Supreme Court. He was born 
in Jefferson County, Mo., Jan. 23, 1827. He 
is the only native born Missourian who has 
been elected Governor of this State, and 
he was also the first Republican Governor 
of the Commonwealth. He was a brigadier- 

eneral in the Union ‘Army and was in 
ront of Viehousrs when he was elected 
yovernor in 1864. e resigned his commis: 
sion in the army to assume the office of 
Governor, and it was he who issued the 
gaa abolishing slavery in the 
State. / 

On attaining his majority he was elected 
to the office of Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
and it was while he was in this posiffon 
that he began the study of law. Early in 
lifeshe took a prominent part in politics of 
the State and was an ardent supporter of 
Benton. He was a delegate to the national 
conventions in 1860 and:1868, and he was the 
first speaker at the first Republican Con- 
vention ever held in a slave State. He 
served for a time as Assistant Provost 
Marshal-General in this city, after which 
he assisted in raising the Thirty-first Mis- 
sourl Regiment, and went to the front with 
the rank of colonel. He served two years 
in the Army of the Tennessee with Gen. 
Sherman, afterward returning to Missouri. 
assisting in raising another regiment, and 
oe commissioned a brevet \brigadier-gen- 
eral.

A 
man can easily Knock a lion down with a 
club. If he hits the man first it is all 
over, but lions rarely strike with their 
full force. They usually scratch and bite. 
I have been scratched several] times. , 

“If the lions should atta@k Adjie in the 
cage she would go for them with her 
whip, then I would get to work with my big 
iron bar and soon subdue them. Of course 
she runs a risk every time she enters the 
cage, but she has no:fear. She knows she 
has the lions bluffed and as long ag she 
keeps them that way she will be sarfe.’’
